Th e Indiana Soldiers and Sailors 
Ch ildrens’ Home at Knigh tstown 
is known only to th e citizens of 
Indiana in a general way. 
And 
y et it is one of th e finest and most 
efficient institutions ¡of its kind 
in th e United States-, in spite of 
th e fact th at its 
rapid 
growth 
keeps it ever beh ind th e appropri­ 
ation made for it by th e Indiana 
general assembly and ever need­ 
ing more funds. 
Its control is in th e h ands of 
th e veterans 
th emselves, wh ose 
most natural interest is 
in th e 
ch ildren of th eir comrades. A re­ 
cent senate bill presented by State 
Senator Robert L. Moorh ead was 
drafted with th e intention of tak­ 
ing th is h ome out of th e h ands of 
veterans and putting it into th e 
political spoils sy stem, but th is 
bill died in committee in th e h ouse 
after protest arose loudly from all 
veterans’ associations of th e state. 
Th e last report available from 
th eHome 
sh owed 
537 
ch ildren 
th ere. Of th ese 319 were ch ildren 
of veterans of th e World war, 
wh ich in itself is sufficient reason 
for th e support of th at Home by 
every ex-service man of 19 17 -18 . 
Th e Home was establish ed to 
care for th e ch ildren of veterans 
of th e Civil war and with each 
succeeding conflict th e ch ildren of 
veterans of -th at conflict h ave been 
included in th e eligibles, with th e 
result th at th e Home h as con­ 
tinually required expansion. 
It h as now entered upon a pe­ 
riod of such expansion as it h as 
never experienced before. 
Every 
effort is being made by th e insti­ 
tution to furnish th ese ch ildren 
with ideal h ome life in small 
groups, of th e family ty pe, and to 
give th em an education th at is 
equal to any received by ch ildren 
in th e public sch ools. Th e Home 
now h as a h igh sch ool commis­ 
sioned under th e laws of th e state 
of Indiana, giving full college re- 
qifirements, with special depart­ 
ments in band, orch estra, piano, 
vocal music, manual training, do­ 
mestic science, and a complete com­ 
mercial course, in addition to th e 
regular h igh sch ool curriculum. In

as 
carpentry , printing, painting, flori­ 
culture, dairy ing and agriculture 
are taugh t wh en th e boys reach 
th e proper age. 
Ch ildreta Always Succeed

make after leaving th e institution. 
Two of th e boys h ave received ap­ 
pointments to th e United States 
Naval and Military Academies re­ 
spectively, and th ousands of oth ers 
h ave become useful and prominent 
citizens of th eir respective com­ 
munities. 
Perh aps th e brigh test spot in th e 
wh ole situation, according to L. A. 
Cortner,

h as been sh own by th e American

Auxiliary .

kindly th ings th ey h ave done for 
th e Home are innumerable. Some

members of th e Legion and Aux­ 
iliary make vacations possible for 
th ose wh o would not oth erwise en­ 
joy th is privilege. Kindly interest 
sh own th e boys and girls wh o 
leave th e institution permanently 
is alway s appreciated. Th e Amer­ 
ican Legion and its Auxiliary in 
th e community can often play th e 
part of a big broth er and a big 
sister to th em, and many posts in 
th e state make special efforts to 
take care of individual ch ildren. 
Th e Home is governed by a 
board of trustees appointed by th e 
governor, composed of ex-service 
men of all wars, or th eir wives or 
widows. With th e consent of th ese 
trustees students of th e Home 
sch ools compete in intersch olastic 
contests in music, Latin, oratory 
and commercial work, th us giving 
th e ch ildren frequent contact with 
th e outside world. 
L. A. Cortner, wh o h as been 
superintendent of' th e Home since 
October, 19 23, is by training and 
temperament well fitted for th e 
position. His wife, wh o is th e 
matron, makes an exce)lent co­ 
worker and th e two make a splen­ 
did combination. It is th e opinion 
of all unbiased visitors to th e 
Home th at under th e two h as been 
developed an institution wh ich is 
th e best foster h ome a ch ild could 
possibly h ave. 
Mr. Cortner h as 
kindly prepared a sh eet of data 
conuceming th e sch ool wh ich is of 
general interest.

First th e Home was a private 
institution in 18 65, h oupsing 10 
orph ans in a h otel wh ere th e Home 
now stands. In 1867 it became a 
more public h ome for orph ans of 
Civil war veterans. It wTas burned 
and rebuilt in 1888. Since it Has 
been built it h as reach ed a new 
peak in population 18 y ears after 
each war, h aving not y et reach ed 
its peak from th e World war. Th e 
present population:

Civil war ch ildren, 6. 
Spanish -American war ch ildren, 
83. 
Ph ilippine war ch ildren, 14. 
Regular army ch ildren, 109.

Th e Home farm consists of 250 
acres, with 24 acres of garden.

Wh en th e American Legion and 
Fidac gath er for th eir annual con­ 
vention, possibly in 1934, it will 
be to dedicate th e largest and fin­ 
est of all World War Memorials. 
In th e very h eart of th e state’s 
capital city , th e state of Indiana, 
th e county of Marion and th e city 
of Indianapolis h ave provided a 
plot of ground one block wide and 
five blocks long upon wh ich is be­ 
ing erected th e elaborate and h and­ 
some Indiana World War Memor­ 
ial, th e total value of wh ich wh en 
completed will be approximately 
$15,000,000. By means of a small 
special tax levy covering a period 
of several y ears, th e state of In­ 
diana is providing a fund of about 
four millions of dollars, wh ich is 
being expended in th e buildings 
and landscaping of th is plaza.

History and Needs Are Shown 


by Superintendent 


Corttiet. 


The Indiana Soldiers .and Sailors 


ChildrenE' Home at Knightstown 
is known only to the citizens of 
Indiana in a general way. And 
yet it is one of the finest and most 
efficient institutions |of its kind 
in the United States-, in spite of 
the fact that its rapid 
growth 


keeps it ever behind the appropri- 
ation made for it by the Indiana 
general assembly and ever need- 
ing more funds. 


Its control is in the hands of 


the veterans themselves, whose 
most natural interest is in the 
children of their comrades. A re- 
cent senate bill presented by State 
Senator Robert L. Moorhead was 
drafted with the intention of tak- 
ing this home out of the hands of 
veterans and putting it into the 
political spoils system, but this 
bill died in committee in the house 
after protest arose loudly from all 
veterans' associations of the state. 


The last report available from 


theHome 
showed 
537 
children 


there. Of these 319 were children 
of veterans of the World war, 
which in itself is sufficient reason 
for the support of that Home by 
every ex-service man of 1917-18. 
: The Home was established to 


care for the children of veterans 
of the Civil war and with each 
succeeding conflict the children of 
veterans of-that conflict have been 
included in the eligibles, with the 
result that the Home has con- 
tinually required expansion. 


It has now entered upon a pe- 


riod of such expansion as it has 
never experienced before. Every 
effort is being made by the insti- 
tution to furnish these children gg 
with ideal home life in small I 
groups, of the family type, and to 
give them an education that is 
equal to any received by children 
in the public schools. The Home 
now has a high school commis- 
sioned under the laws of the state

members of the Legion and Aux- 
liary make -vacations possible for 
those who would not otherwise en- 
ioy this privilege. Kindly interest 
shown the boys and girls who 
leave the institution permanently 
is always appreciated. The Amer- 
ican Legion and its .Auxiliary, in 
;he community can often play the 
part of a big brother and a big 
sister to them, and many posts in 
:he state make .special efforts to 
;ake care of individual children. 


The Home is governed by a 


board of trustees appointed by the 
governor, composed of ex-service 
men of all wars, or their wives or 
widows. With the consent of these 
trustees students of the Home 
schools compete in interscholastic 
contests in music, Latin, oratory 
and commercial work, thus giving 
the children frequent contact with 
the outside world. 


L. A. Cortner, who has been 


superintendent of' the Home since 
October, 1923, is by training and 
temperament well fitted for the 
position. His wife, who is the 
matron, makes an excejlent co- 
worker and the two make a splen- 
did combination. It is the opinion 
of all unbiased visitors to the 
Home that under the two has been 
developed an institution which is 
the best foster home a child could 
possibly have. Mr. Cortner has 
kindly prepared a sheet of data 
concerning the school which is of 
general interest. This is given 
practically as he jotted it down, al- 
though 
omitting 
repetitions of 


facts stated above. 


First the Home was a private 


institution in 1865, houpsing 10 
orphans in a hotel where the Home 
now stands. In 1867 it became a 
more public home for orphans of 
Civil war veterans. It was burned 
and rebuilt in 1888. Since it has 
been built it has reached a new 
peak in population 18 years after 
each war, having not yet reached

America must be kept a place 


where all may travel along the 
path of.success just as far as in- 
dividual effort permits, National 
Comma'nder Paul V. McNutt, of 
The American Legion, has 
quently emphasized. Those 
have studied the rapid rise of Na- 
tional Commander McNutt in civil, 
scholastic, army and Legion life, 
see in him an example of the op- 
portunity 
that 
America 
alone 


offers. 


He has the distinction of being 


the youngest Indiana University 
faculty member to be made a dean, 
gained with his appointment as 
dean of the law school in May, 
1925. He was a lieutenant coolnel 
in the army at the age of twenty- 
seyeh. In a dramatic session of a 
national convention at San An- 
tonio, Texas, he was unanimously 
elected National Commander of 
The American Legion, the great- 
est organization of veterans in the 
world, at the age of thirty-seven.
